Yesterday afternoon at 2 o'clock two 
young men — printers connected with the 
stall of the Colonist. —Messrs. Walter 
Kurtz and Joseph Kelly, left Mcintosh's 
boat house in a skill' for the Gorge. They 
speut the afternoon paddling round tlio 
harbor and arm, and at 6:80 pulled up into 
tho wharf below Marshall's and landed. 
They spent an hour ashore and, just as they 
were leaving tliu place, fell in with two 
men-o'-warsmen from II. M.S. Warspite. 
They woro Georuo Sharpe and Richard 
Thorpe. Tho latter is a single man. The 
former has a wife and child in Kent, Kng- 
land, and the time of both was to have ex- 
pired in nine months. 

After some conversation, tho four young 
men went down to the boat and pulled out 
for tho Gorgo bridge. The current was 
setting in swiftly in the direction of Craig- 
llowcr, and they passed through the channel 
in quick time, Kurtz, and Kelly pulling. 
Just as they shot through the Gorge, Kurtz, 
noticed that Thorpe was getting noisy, and 
there was no doubt that Ito was intoxicated. 
No particular attention, however, was paid 
to his actions, and tho party went on until 
about a mile abovo Oraigllower bridge. 
Then Thorpe stood up in the boat and made 
a move as if to p;iss over the shoulders of the 
oarsmen. His balance was unsteady and ho 
fell heavily on the side of tho boat, over- 
turning it immediately and precipitating 
all four into the water. Kelly, Sh„rpe and 
Thorpe immediately struck out for the 
shore, about fifty yards distant, swimming, 
as it seemed, strong and pluckily towards 
the land. Kurtz, however, had gone im- 
mediately under tho boat, and when ho 
came to the surface it struck him in the 
back. He clutched at the slippery keel, 
and managed, by dint of great Jxertion, to 
secure the tow line, which lie clutched and 
held with his teeth, keeping his right arm 
free to paddle with. Looking around, after 
the first shock of tho coid water, he saw 
the other three were twenty feet from tho 
overturned craft, making good headway. 
He, with an abscess on Ids leg, and feeling 
anything but strong at the time, gave up all 
hope of saving himself, ami shouted out to 
Kelly "I'm gone, Joe, good bye." No 
answer came buck, and Kurtz braced him- 
self up for a final effort for his life. 

For nearly half an hour ho struggled on, 
losing what little strength he had very 
quickly. At length, just as lie was giving 
up, and preparing for the death that Beemed 
closing in on him, his feet touched bottom 
and he stood upright. Half dazed and 
senseless he remained in this position for 
Borne minutes, and then with returning con- 
sciousness began to shout for his companions. 
Across the black water went the loud calls, 
hut no syllable was heard in reply, and 
then, suddenly beginning to think that they 
might have been drowned, Kurtz, with a 
last effort, turned tho boat right side up, 
and, getting into it, began a terribly hard 
seareb up and down tho Arm for his friends. 
Excitement supplied the place of strength, 
and, on finding no trace of anybody, alter 
an eager and heartsick hunt, he, 
for one moment, thought of let- 
ting himself drop into tho water 
and dying with his friends. lint . shaking 
off tho despair, be allowed tho stream to 
take him down to a group of high rocks, 
and then shouted again, though what 
seemed like hours of weary waiting, for 
assistance. 

At last help came to him, and in a few 
minutes, hearty handgrips antl the flashing 
of lanterns made assuranco doubly 
sure that ho was saved. Mr. Parker, 
with his family, had heard tho shouts 
and had rushed as quickly as possible in 
the direction in which they had proceed. 
They were just in time, for Kurtz fainted 
and broke down the moment he realized his 
miraculous escape. Willing hands lifted 
him up to the big farm house, and then tho 
.young men of the family went out witii 
boats and began a thorough search along 



both shores for tho other momhers of tho 
party. They returned in an hour, disheart- 
ened and distressed. No sign of any human 
being had been discovered, and it seemed 
only too certain that poor Kelly and the two 
sailors had gone forever. 

As soon as word of tho accident reached 
tho Colonist office, assistance was de- 
spatched to Craigllower, and a representa- 
tive of the paper instituted another long, 
futile search through both shores. Kurtz, 
iu an exhausted condition, and thoroughly 
prostrated, was brought back to town, and 
the lights of Victoria, as the city was 
reached, brought back to his mind the cer- 
tainty of his miraculous escape. Had his 
limbs been perfectly well, he would have 
struck out for shore with his companions and 
would by this time probably have hcou a 
lifeless corpse in the still waters of the' 
inlet. 

It seems beyond the bounds of probabil- 
ity that any of the three — Kelly, 
Sharpo or Thorpe are alive. 

The fatality is one that brings to mind 
the terrible truth how near wo all are to 
death and eternity. Last night, bright and 
beautiful as it was. and placid and restful 
as were the silvery waters of Victoria's 
most lovely attraction, three young men 
went down into tho depths forever. 

Poor Kelly, a member of the typographical 
stall' of the Colonist, will be sadly missed. 
He was a favorite with everybody in the 
ollice, and it will be long before his friends 
can forget how bright and jolly he looked 
afew hours before his death. He was a native 
of Waterdown, Ireland, and a member of the 
local branch of the Y. M. I. Ho learnt his 
trade in Dublin, and was a quick and able 
compositor. His only relatives here are an 
uncle and aunt — Constable and Mrs. Car- 
ter. 

A thorough search will he made for the 
bodies, by the Provincial police, to day.

An Absent American liohc Homo For Trial 
—Drowning Accident. 

Toronto, May 19.— Henry Garbutt, who

BLOWN UP. 

A Coal Laden Ship Has an Explosion off the 
Oregon Coast and Becomes a Total 
Wreck. 

Am any, Ore., May ID.— At 0:30 p.m. 
last night, three boats, containing 19 men, 
were sighted oil Capo Foul weather. The 
men were the orew of the ill-fated ship St. 
Charles, which blow up on the 10th about a 
hundred miles north wesi of Newport, Ore- 
gon. The captain, second niVe and one 
sailor were badly injured. The captain is 
in a critical condition. Tho St. Charles 
sailed from Nanaimo, B. C, on 
Friday morning with' a cargo of 
2,800 tons of coal for San Francisco 
On May 17 th two of tho men opened tho 
forward hatch, and went below for some- 
thing, taking a light with th6m, Tliey had 
just reached tho coal when the explosion 
occurred, and tore the deck and ufterpart 
of tho cabin into splinters. The timbers 
were blown a hundred feet into the Boa. 
Part of the deck hung over the side. Cap- 
tain Chapman was in his room nt the time 
of the explosion, and was thrown against 
the ceiling with terrible force. When 
found, he was covered with debris. The 
door could not bo opened. The 
window was therefore broken, and 
ho was pulled from under tho debris. 
His injuries will probably be fatal, he 
being partially paralyzed and delirous 
Tho second mate and sailors are badly 
burned and bruised. The boats were not 
injured, and the crew took to them when 
it was found tho vessel was Binking from a 
hole iu tho side. The ship was left to her 
fate. About 0:30 p.m, on Wednesday they 
came in sight of Cape Foulwcather, and 
were shown where to land by the light- 
house keeper, who also helped to carry tho 
wounded to tho lighthouse. A doctor was 
summoned from Newport, and everything 
possible was done for the comfort of the 
injured men, wdio are still at the Cape with 
tho men loft to caro for them. The rest of 
the crew are now at Newport. Tho St. 
Charles sailed from Bath, Maine, and was 
only about eight years old.

No positive olllci.-il 
Bla'emont ha, been made as yot, as to this girl's 
condition, It would appear, however, that the 
HeilthOfllo r feared no further danger, as 
quaiantino was taken oil' Dupont; street at 
noon, to-day. When the quarantine was re- 
moved the Chlnanai n made a rush for freedom, 
and strolled, all the rest or the afternoon, up 
nnd do All Cordova street, j.ihbei'ing excitedly. 
Yip Yuen has not been found. The tramway 
waiting-rooms, and other public places, have 
been disinfected.

Four fast women also escaped and came over 
hero this morning but not being able to gain 
admittance to any of the bagnios left for tie it- 
tle. it is believed another Chinaman infoctod 
with the disease is in Iowa and the health olii- 
cers are searching for him.

SCARE AT KASLO. 

The Newly ICstiuilislic-d City Threatened 'With 
Fire— Plucky and. Successful Fight 
by the Residents. 

KASLO Citv, May 10.— This morning, at in 
o'clock, a Ilerce gale sprang up from the south, 
and caught tho fire at tho south end of tho 
townslto. where the clearing was being com- 
pleted, on the south side OC Koslo River. This 
fanned tile lire into a tremendous blaze, tho 
names of which leaped the river, and catching 
tho dry grass, rushed up northward towards 
tho new houses nnd stores, recently 
erected In this city. The situation was 
taken in at a glance, buokot brigades we.ro im- 
mediately organized, water, and dry s ind from 
tho beach, were at once produced upon thu 
scene, and'onergy and quiet, yot pi o nipt action, 
was rapidly brought to play upon the flames.

Tho dense smoke, how- 
ever, was almost too muon for even the deter- 
mination of those who fought, for the 
safety of their hemes and stores. Dour after 
hour passed: still it was a question which 
would conquer, and tho fact that the north 
side of Kaslo Rivor had been but recently 
cleared, leaving acres of charred slumps only 
too read ,- to ontoh lire again, made the general 
situation so much tho worse.and the mora dill! 
cult to handle. Mr. Thomas Norquay. the 
company's land agent, and McMillan, the com- 
pany's local managor, worked like horses with 
tli-i hoys to check tho progress of tho ungov- 
ernable flamos, and up to three o'clock it. was 
uncertain to the engineer which would suc- 
cumb lirst. At 1:30 p.m., tho wind abated its 
fury, and a smart shower carao down, which 
settled tho quoation, and tho busy liltlo city 
was saved. All hands then wont to work to 
replace furniture and goods in their proper 
places.

from the city. Ho in now believed to bo f ir 
away, but 1 1 10 police have no clue to bis where 
D bouts. 

Monday afternoon v. beardless young fellow, 
nlco'y diessed and rather good looking, his 
manners plainly marking him as "city bred," 
c tiled at t ho Arlington Hotel, and registered 
the name of William Benson. Ho paid for his 
room in advance, and proceeded to write sev- 
eral IcttOiS, looking in a city directory at his 
elbow lor certain addresses. Among several 
letters left to he mailed was ono allures 3ed to 
'•(tOoj'ro a. Burch, Ksq., Sullivan block, city " 
another to "Frank T. Hunter, Washington 
block," anil a third to "Charles T. Conovor, 
Esq., Rainier Club." Tho letter to Mr, Con- 
over n ad : 

"Deah .Slit:— I ha vo just arrived from Denver 
andhavean engagement which wit! prevent 
mo from seeing you this evening about, the 
business which brings mo to this city, but if 
you will kindly let mo know whether or not 1 
may Interview you, you will greatly oblige 
yours truly. William Benson-." 

Tho letters to Messrs. Burch and Hunter 
were almost exact reproductions of the above. 
The writing of t ho letters plainly showed the 
forger's method, and also indicated that ho 
was not a green hand at tho business It is 
evident that the letters wore written for the 
solo purpose of getting the signatures of tho 
gentlemen to whom the letters worn addressed, 
in order that he might copy them. N'ono of 
three gentlemen had ever he ird of a "William 
Benson," or had any idea what his business 
could be, but they promptly answered him, 
Mr, Conovor'd letter leading: 

"DKA't Sib: Yours of .May 16th, addressed 
to me at tho Rainier Club, is just at hand. I 
do not understand your name, nor undei stand 
your mission, but if you wish to see 100 on any 
matter. 1 may usually be found in my office, in 
tho Builoy building, during business hours. 
Possibly, I may go to Tacoma, returning to- 
marrow afternoon. Yours truly. 

C. T. COXOVER. 

It was early in the afternoon of Tuesday that 
Benson dropped in at the PugebSound National 
bank and presented a chock tor §250, drawn on 
tho account of Fred Sperling In the Portland 
Savings hank, and indoried with his own and 
Fred Sperling's signatures. 'I his is the story 
ho told Kdwant Terry, tho teller. 
• I came hero from Denver via Portland a few 
days ago and have been making a tour of tho 
Bound. Mv sister came with me, but I left her 
in Portland, Fred Sperling is my uncle and ho 
received $500 a few days ago from my father. 
Half of the moi.ey was for my sister, and he 
sent me this check for $.'5(1, which ii mv half. 

Mr. Terry examined the check and, nfter 
hearing tho younj* fellow's sto:y, stntetl that ho 
wou'd not cash it unless it was endorsed by 
some responsible poison known to the bank 
ofllr.ois. 

"I'm all straight." protested Benson, and, 
drawing ro<n his pocket an envelope, he said ; 
'Horn, re ad this letter from my father." 

Mr. Terry waved the letter asido, and ro- 
plied, emphatically : 

"That doesn't cut, any figure. You will havo 
to have that check i ndorsed." 

Benson went away, and It Is presumed that 
he returned to tho Arlington Hotel and found 
tne let tor from Mr. Conover. fornn hour and a 
half later ho appeared at the Firkins Banking 
Company's olllco and repeated his story of tho 
Si") 1 chick to John W. Fllkins. This lime, 
however, the check was indorsed with tho 
signature of Charles T. Conover. Tho young 
follow was so frank and apparently so honest 
and tt check so genuine in appearance, that 
Mr. Filkins promptly paid over tho $250. 

Inside of an hour Benson appeared at tho 
oflice'of Ihe Guarantee Li an and Trust Com- 
pany, in tno Bailey building, and presented 
another check for $'J5 ! I. also endorsed with tho 
Blgnnturo of Charles T. Conover. Ho told tho 
BamOfaim pie story and received another $250. 

It was hull an hour lator whon Benson called 
nt the Arlington Hotel and, paying his bill, 
departed. Bo informed tho clerk that ho 
would call next day for his mail should any 
come for him. It Is probable that ho took the 
first steamer for British Columbia. 

The forgeries weru not discovered until yes- 
terday forenoon and the police weru immed- 
iately entitled. 

The Victoria police got wind of the forger, 
yesterday afternoon, with us accurate 11 de- 
scription as possible, and they immediately 
started on a still hunt, having on their faces 
that myuterioUB look they always bear whan 
there is something "deep" on.

AUTHORS' MISUNDERSTANDINGS. 

Rival Association Formed— Protest on the 
Putt of tho American Society. 

New Yokk, May 19.— An important move- 
ment by American authors has been begun at 
the Berkeley Lyceum, in the formation of an 
association of American authors. A circular 
calling the meeting was sent out, several weeks 
ago, signed by W. 1). Howolls, Thomas W. 
HlRglnson, Charles Dudley Warner, Moncttro 
1). Conway, George W. Cable, Julian Haw- 
thorne, James Grant Wilson and Chas. Burr 
Todd. The harmony of the meeting yesterday 
was broken by an unexpected and unpleasant 
incident. Shortly after Col. Htgglnfeon, who 
presided, had called the meeting to older. .Mrs. 
Mary Frost Ormsby, excitedly asked permis- 
sion to protost ogainat tho formation of a now 
association in the name of tin; American So- 
ciety of Authors, of which Will Carloton is 
president, a mo ion was adopted allowing 
Mrs. Ormsby to address tho Society, 
after I ho constitution had been passed 
upon. Tho time for her address came: 
she complained bitterly of tho alleged 
iniifticotn the society to which she belonged, 
and declared, among other things, that tho 
American bocioly 01 Authors had been formed 
more than one year ago, and had more than 200 
mombers, Waiter lies int. had given his adv.ee 
In Its formation, and had furnished plans for 
an UDgllsh, Germ. in and French seties of auth- 
ors. Tho general principles stati d, in the reso- 
lutions of the new organlz it ion. were substan- 
tially and almost Utcially the same as those of 
tho oldor society. Mr. Todd, secretary of tho 
new organization, she said, had obtained pos- 
session of t he by-laws and constitution 0/ the 
older BOcioty. "We do not object," sho said, 
"to the formation of anol her society, but. to the 
appropriation of matter which has cost so much 
lo piouut e and elaborate, and tho appropria- 
tion of cur society's namo."

THE CtKEAT FLOOD.. 

Heavy Loss or Life In Snrnlti City— Trade 
Scenes— Displaj s of Heroism. 

LINCOLN, May 1!).— This city has been vioIUjll 
by another Mood of mammoth proportions^ 
Owing to tho heavy rains early this morning, 
tho bottom Lands wero flooded and hundreds 
wero driven from tboir homes. Tho police 
worked nil day rescuing people from the Hooded 
districts.

Not less than UK) houses aro virtually wrecked. 

Sioux City, May U).— According to tho latest 
tcl- grams I he flood is more disastrous than was 
at first anticipate;!. The cstlnnito as to tho lo:B 
ot life varies from GO to 100. There wero boimo 
heroic scones witnessed In attempts to savo tho 
victims at tho Omaha Llridgo, where tho West 
family mot with disaster. Airs Won, and her 
Ave year old girl wore unnblo to get away from 
tho hood In tlmo. The father and two children 
were safe, and the rescued party wero return- 
ing for Mrs. West and child, when the wavea 
swept tho bouse away. They floated down 
with the roaring current until the bridge was 
reached. An engineer succeeih d in tavuig tho 
woman, but her strength foiled nor, and sho 
was compelled to relinquish her hold on tho 
child. With a dispairing cry of "Alnniiiiii" tho 
child disappeared beneath, tho waves. At tho 
suburb of Leeds, directly in tho valley, nino 
persons are known to havo been drowned. 
Kotir were dr.iwncd aL Springdule, just below 
Leeds. An observer, on thu high bridge, 
countc'l 15 bodies swept under It. One of tlio 
men at tempt ed t o vvedo out . carrying t wo child- 
ren, bin was struck by the limiting limber and 
so hurt that ho dropped ono child. 
Matt ltoo, an old sailor, saved tho 
lives of twenty-eight persons. A young 
woman managed to wade to a boxcar, and la 
tho course of a few minutes k;ivo birth to 
a child, and two hours later was rescued. A 
woman named Hinton and three children wero 
drowned in their own house. Two Welsh 
families wero swept away and drowned boforo 
tho rescuers could reach than. The gas works 
ami electric light plant was under water, and 
the city was in darkness, hist night. Tlio 
citizens throw open their houses and barns and 
thu churches will bo opened, if necessary, io> 
sheltor tho homeless multitude Tho grout 
flood is a tiling of tho past, except In mourning 
homes w hero death entered. The work of re- 
pairing the damage is already under way. The 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul roiul got out 
the only train which left the city, yesterday. 
Tho Illinois Central had several milis of wash- 
outs. Tho Sioux City and Northorn was badly 
hurt. All the other roads entering hero suffer.

SHORT A LLO WANOE. 

We see that only $2"), 000 has been ap- 
propriated by the City Council for the 
streets. This is a very smull.suin indeed for 
so important a service. It will be hardly 
enough to -keep the strcots in repair for a 
fow montliB, and leaves nothing for the 
opening up of new streets, for paving or for 
new sidewalks. The Mayor and a minority 
of the Councillors are determined uofc to 
increase the rate of taxation. What, then, 
is to be done when improvements of a 
permanent nature are to be made? The 
amendment that was made to the Municipal 
Act at the last session of the Legislature 
must, if the citizeus want to have the street 
improvements that are required, be put in 
operation. This amendment provides for a 
Special rate for local improvements to be 
paid by the owners of the property im- 
mediately benefitted by those improve- 
ments. This provision of the law leaves it 
with the owners of the property themselves 
to decide whether any improvement shall 
bo made, the ratepayers in general being 
only required to repair and miiintaiu the 
Works after they have been completed at 
the cost of the owners of the property 
benefitted. 



THE GOVERNMENTS MAJORITY. 

East York was the last seat won from the 
Liberals. This was the constituency which 
the Hon. Alex Mackenzie represented in 
the Houso of Commons. Mr. Mackenzi 
was so highly respected and so well liked 
that the opposition to his return was not 
very strong. In fact, many Conservatives 
voted for bin), and many others would not 
vote against him. But when he died, the 
Conservatives were determined that his 
successor should be a supporter of the Gov- 
ernment. They therefore rallied round 
Mr. Maclean and returned him with a good 
majority. Mr. Mackenzie's majority in 
1S91 was 20; Mr. Maclean's majority, the 
other day, was 22". This shows clearly 
enough that Mr. Mackenzie owed his elec- 
tion to the good will and the forbearance of 
men who were his political opponents. 

The gains made by the Government in 
the bye-elections are, indeed, surprising. 
We do not think a parallel to them could 
ba found in the political history of this or 
any other country. Our opinion is that, in 
March, 1891, the electors were, in a sense, 
taken by surprise. They were not aware 
of the true nature of the policy of the Lib- 
eral party. A fair and honorable recipro- 
city with the United States is popular in 
all p.irts of the Dominion. Canadians de- 
sire close trade relations with the States, if 
such relations can be established without 
loss of self-respect and independence on 
their part. "Unrestricted reciprocity" 
had, for many of them, a pleasant sound, 
and they, consequently, voted for the men 
who promised to obtain it for them. But 
when they found that unrestricted recipro- 
city meant discrimination against Great 
Britain immediately and, in tho near 
future, annexation, they resented the 
deception that had been prac- 
tised upon them, and when the 
opportunity presented itself they voted 
against the party that had a few months 
, bef ore obtained their votes on u false pre- 
tense. This is why so many constituencies 
that returned Liberals in 1891 elected Con- 
servatives in IS02. Canadians are not 
fickle. They are, on the contrary, a stead- 
fast people, but they resent being deceived. 
In Ontario alone the Liberals in the by e- 
•electious lust twelve scats. These are:— 



West Northumberland,. 
South Ontario, 
South Perth, 
Mast Simeoe, 
North Victoria, 



Lennox, 
Hast Bruce, 
Bast Hastings, 
West Huron, 
London, 
Monck. 

Tho gain of these twelve seats has in- 
creased the Government's majority in the 
House of Commons by twenty-four seats. It 
is therefore no wonder that that majority 
has swelled amazingly since last session. 
In the division on tho Caron charges it 
was 02. The Liberals a year ago predicted 
that tho majority which supported the 
Government would, alter tho bye-elections, 
bo completely wiped out. Hut they were 
false prophets, for instead of being wiped 
out it lias been moro than doubled. 



PRESIDENTIA L PROSPECTS. 

The Republican Convention, when it 
•meets in Minneapolis, will apparently have 
very little to do. Its work appears to be 
already cut out for it. Tho delegates are 
.all appointed. They aro nominally free to 
act as they seo fit, but the great majority 
have hud pretty clear instructions to voto 
for tho nomination of President Harrison. 

fact; there lias been no other candidate 
before tho Stato conventions. The indica- 
tions at this moment aro that no other 
member of the Republican party has the 
ghost of u chance of getting the nomination. 
The St. Paul Pioneer-Press calculates that 
4 10 delegates have been instructed to sup- 
port President Harrison, whilo about 100 
others are pledged to him, directly or in- 
directly of their own motion. The net re- 
fonUi, according to that paper, indicate that 



two-thirds of the convention will bo for 
Harrison. The Now York Evening Post, 
another good authority, divides the dele- 
gates as follows : "Instructed for Harrison, 
II2S; not instructed, but favorable to Harri- 
son, 312; for Iilaine, 50; for Alger, 24 j un- 
known, ISO. " It takes 450 votes to nomi- 
nate. According to both theso estimates, 
President Harrison can calculate upon 
having more than that number of votes be- 
fore tho convention meets. It is not likely 
that any material change will take place in 
tho estimate which the Republican party 
have formed of the President between now 
and tho date of the meeting of tho conven- 
tion. It is, therefore, safe to aver that 
Harrison's nomination is a foregone conclu- 
sion, 

With regard to tho Democratic nomina- 
tion, matters are more uncertain. Ex- 
President Cleveland is, no doubt, to-day 
the most popular man in tho Democratic 
party. People respect him, and have confi- 
dence in him, but he has many and 
powerful enemies among the leading Demo- 
cratic politicians. Senator Hill has been 
scheming to got the nomination, but his 
efforts, so far, havo been in vain. It is 
thought that although Hill cannot get the 
nomination he has it in his power to spoil 
Mr. Cleveland's chances. Then New York 
is regarded as the pivot state. The Presi- 
dent who is elected .must get the thirty-six 
votes of New York state. It is believed 
that Senator Hill can so engineer the elec- 
tion in that stato as to defeat the candidate 
whom he does not want to see elected. So it 
will be seen that politically Senator Hill is 
just now a very important man in the 
United States. It is said that if he is op- 
posed to Mr. Cleveland's nomination and 
election it is useless for the ex-president to 
run; for if he does get nominated in spito of 
Hill, he cannot get elected without Hill's 
support. 

The election of delegates is not so far 
advanced among the Democrats as it is 
among the Republicans. Last week only 
half of tho delegates had been named. 
More than three-fourths of theso are in 
favor of Mr. Cleveland, and the probability 
is that as largo a proportion of the remain- 
ing half will go to the convention in Chicago 
determined to support Cleveland's nomina- 
tion. It takes a two-thirds voto in the 
Democratic Convention to nominate. There 
would, it appears, be very little difficulty 
in securing Mr. Cleveland's nomination if 
there was a good prospect of getting him 
elected. But the division that exists in New 
York among the Democrats makes this un- 
certain. The Democratic candidate to be 
elected must secure the support of New 
York, and how that end is to be accom- 
plished is what is. now exercising the minds 
of leading Democrats. 

THE RIG/IT OP RESISTANCE. 

The speech which the Duke of Devonshire 
made at Derby, on one of the last days of 
April, has attracted a good deal of atten- 
tion, and has been the subject of much 
criticism, favorable and unfavorable. By 
his opponents the Duke is charged with 
giving his countenance to resistance to law 
and with encouraging rebellion. His friends 
and admirers say that he did nothing but 
point out what would bo tho effect of the 
establishment of Home Rule in Ireland, and 
that he gave expression to views and 
opinions which are held by Englishmen of 
all parties and all classes in these days. In 
order that our readers may be in a position 
to judge of the nature and tendency of the 
Duke of Devonshire's speech, wo will quote 
what may be regarded as tho most objec- 
tionable passage it contains. Having spoken 
of the resistance of the people of England to 
the attempt ot James II. to re-establish the 
supremacy of the Roman Catholic Church, 
he went on to say : 

'And recollect that they were united in 
that resolve, even at the co3tof encountering 
the dangers of a civil war, and at the cost of 
inviting the assistance of a foreign prince. 
In my opinion, it is well that, at such a 
time as this, our attention should be recalled 
to the events of that time, bearing, however 
remote, an analogy to the events which are 
passing before us to day. We should try 
to realize the feelings which animated our 
forefathers in those days, and to ask our- 
selves whether those same feelings, thoso 
same hopes, those same fears, are 
not shared, and perhaps justly shared, 
by a portion— however small a portion — of 
our fellow-countrymen in Ireland. Men 
must judge tor themselves, upon their own 
risk, and at their own responsibility, to 
what lengths they are morally entitled to 
go in opposition to a policy which they be- 
lieve to bo not only unwise, but also unjust 
and fatal to their best interests 
and to their liberty. I do not 
say that to the local Protestants 
of Ulster alone— I suy exactly the same 
thing to the Nationalists of Ireland. I have 
never myself, lor a moment denied the right 
of any people deeming itself t.) be intoloi 
ably oppressed or misgoverned, to seek its 
liberty by force if necessary, provided 
always, that the cause be sufficient and the 
prospects of success sufficiently reasonable." 

Why the Duke of Devonshire should at 
this particular time expatiate on what Lord 
Brougham called the "divine right of re- 
sistance," may not bo very difficult to 
divine. An attempt is being made to con- 
vince the people of England that one of tho 
results of extending Homo Rule to Ireland 
will be an uprising of the Protestants of 
Ulster, who aro determined not to submit 
to the rule of the Roman Catholic majority 
in Ireland. It will be for the electors of 
England and Scotland to avert this catas- 
trophe by voting against the Liberals, and 
keeping tho men who are bound to main- 
tain the unity of the Empire in power. If 
Gladstone get3 in there will bo civil war in 
Ireland; if Lord Salisbury is continued in 
power, Ireland will bo at peace, and tho 
Union will ho preserved. There can bo no 
doubt that this appeal will be very effective 
in Great. Britain.

The Victoria-Sydney Railway By-law in- 
troduced into the City Council on Wednes- 
day evening, has as its object to guarantee 
for 25 years, three per cent, interest on 
$.'i00,000 bonds of the company which will 
involve the raising annually of $1)00.

Suit Likely to be Instituted Against 
the Company. 

Rosr.YN', May IS. — Deficient ventilation 
was tho principal cause of tho terrible 
(daughter of msn in tho Roslyn slope on 
Tuesday of last week. There woro six men 
choauu to inquire into tlio cause of the 
great loss of life, iuid tho following is their 
verdict, rendereil at G:" n o'llook this eve- 
ning, after three hours' deliberation : 

" We tho undersigned jurors, summoned 
to inquire into the cause of the death of tho 
persons whoso bodies were found in coal 
mine No. 1, at Roslyn, having been duly 
sworn according to law, and having made 
such inquisitions, after inspecting the bodies 
and hearing tho testimony adduced, upon 
our oaths each and all say the t we find 'J.mt 
tho deceased persons (naming the dead 
miners) came to their deaths by l' llB explo- 
sion of fire da mp in mine Is T o. 1, We further 
find that the said nxplosic u W[l3 cialslH i, in 
our opinion, by defioie^ ventilation; to all 
of which we duly c^,^ Bto .. 

ro several of I >rtB company's employes who 
assisted in t >(0 lnana g em ent of the mine, the 
verdict >; <as aomi . w liat Q f a surprise, since 
t Hoy anticipated a finding of "accidental 
"Sftt'u." General Manager Kaugley cannot 
[ bo seen, to-night, hence his opinion on the 
result cannot be ascertained. In accord- 
ance with tho verdict it is stated, to-night, 
that a lest damage suit will be instituted, 
and if the plaintiff succeeds in establishing 
a claim, others will be brought. A repre- 
sentative of the coal company, in speaking 
of the result of the investigation, s.vid : 

" The inquest can scarcely bo considered 
fair and just. In tho first place, the jury 
was selected from among citizens and miners 
whose interests and sympathies were with 
the families of the deceased. Again, the 
individuals were represented by the county 
attorney and state mine inspector, 
who examined and cross-examined wit- 
nesses and brought out such points 
as to show a one sided investigation. The 
company had not the privilege of cross-ex- 
amining these witnesses, nor participating 
in tho investigation by representatives. A 
reflection on what has been the verdict of 
the coroner's inquest thoroughly shows that 
the object ot the investigation must have 
been the ascertainment of such facts 
would show that the company was liable in 
an action for damages, ami not the ascer- 
tainment of such information as would show 
criminal negligence. The cause which pro- 
duced tho death of the deceased miners 
having been ascertained by the jury, the 
next inquiry should have been to determine 
if these deaths were to be attributed to the 
criminal negligenco of tho management or 
of any of the employes engaged in or about 
the mine. This procedure has not been fob 
lowed, and the question of liability or neg- 
ligence has not been determined. The 
verdict is very indefinite."

Coal nt 'Frisco. 

In his latest circular on the San Francis- 
co coal market, J. W. Harrison writes: 
"Tho receipts of coal for the week ending 
May 13th, consist of 4,668 tons from the 
coast mines and 5,305 tons from foreign 
sources. During the week Severn 1 foreign 
cargoes have been sold at slightly better 
figures than have ruled for some time past. 
The light arrivals for tho past week 
should help the situation somewhat. 
Latest advices from Australia, re- 

fiort that very few names, havo 
ieen added to the list loading for 
this port. The latest cabled freight quota- 
tions show a slight andvance, so that there 
is every indication that the market has 
touched tho lowest point which it will 
reach this year. Tho demand for this 
season of the year is fully up to tho average 
and stocks in tho yards are diminishing 
gradually. Tho recent catastrophe at the 
Roslyn colliery in Washington has not 
affected values here. The Seattle and Ta- 
coma shipments have decreased materially 
this year, as tho prices at present ruling 
leave no profit to shippers.
